Yet, in trying to understand 
what lies behind all the sound

NOT QUITE SO SURE ABOUT FALL UPTURN 


By J. A. Livingston 


HE climate has ehanged. Three or four weeks ago business 
men and bankers acknowledged that maybe inventories wert a 
little high, that sales of televisions, autos, and other items were 


a bit slack, than men’s suits weren't moving well, either. But, they 
went on, it's just ‘a lull—until rearmament takes hold in the fall. 


All that time, Wall Street was 
thoroughly optimistic. Maybe 
higher taxes would cut into earn- 
ings of U. S. corporations. But 
earnings are so good anyway— 
what does it matter? Dividends 
are still amply covered. Even at 
the high prices of the year, stocks 
seemed cheap. Why, Bethlehem 
Steel, around 60, paid nearly 8%; 
General Motors, at 54, the same; 
Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe, at 
178, 542%. 

But now bankers and business 
men aren't quite so sure about 
the fall upturn. Nor is Wall 
Street. , 

In three -weeks, the stock 
market’ has dropped 7%. The 
whole tenor of reasoning has 
changed. During the market sell- 
off on Thursday, a broker said to 
me: “Customers who thought 
General Motors cheap at 48 when 
it was selling for 52 now cancel 
orders to buy when it approaches 
their figure.” That's how volatile 
human beings are.

The worst side is the continu- 
ous threat to national security. With the chiefs 
of the main branches of the armed forces testify- 
ing, the threat is greater than ever. 

This is not a matter of imagination. Both 
Secretary Marshall and Gen. Bradley were 
moved to speak of it when they testified. On 
May 7, the Secretary of Defense made this 
remarkable statement: 

I have felt through a good deal of this 
(questions and answefs) as though I were 
sort of acting as an intelligence agent for 
the Soviet Government and the Chinese 
Communist Government. But they don’t pro- 
vide an intelligence agent for me. 

I get nothing of their conclusions, their 
recommendations, their proposed actions, 
but the world gets a good bit of the other 
side from the U.S.A., and it is easy to 
handle things when you are at ; 

Gen. Bradley, speaking as Chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, said he wanted to supple 
ment Secretary Marshall. Then Gen. Bradley 
was, if anything, more explicit: 

I think it is very harmful to our security 
and to our country and to our future secu- 
rity to have to pass on to Russia all of our 
intentions, all of our thoughts, all of our 
capabilities. 

In a way it is inherent in our form of 
government. We must educate 154,000;000 
people instead of trying to get a decision 
out of 14. I am sorry we have had to do 
this, but since it is demanded by the people, 
and is inherent in our form of government, 
there it is. I just hope it doesn’t cause too 
much trouble in the future. 


Gen. Bradley, so the Post-Dispatch believes, 
was more than generous to the Senate Commit- 
tee members who persist in asking questions 
as to the nation’s military capabilities. We do 
not think the American g@eople expect to have 
all the facts about their fighting forces and 
weapons handed to the outside world on a 
silver platter. That is information which citi- 
zens generally ‘would rather have kept secret, 
for use when and if. 

It ought to be obvious by now to the country 
that our top military leaders have shown them- 
selves to be much more concerned about the 
workings of democracy than many of our elected 
lawmakers are concerned with security. 

Though the security censorship has worked 
hard at protecting vital information, the fact 18 
that the MacArthur hearing arrays intelligence 
which no military man would divulge on his 
own accord. 

Cannot the Senators show more discretion, 
yes, more sense, in their questions henceforth? 
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Stain on the Police Department? 

The ugly charge of police brutality played a 
prominent part in the trial of 17-year-old Donald 
Brown for one of 20 burglaries in which he 
had admitted participating. 

But Brown was acquitted by a circuit court 
jury after two other youths said he had been 
joyriding with them on the nicht of the crime. 
And his attorney, William J. Becker, told the 
jury the young man had been working on the 
attorney's farm north of Grafton, III., when most 
of the other burglaries occurred. 

So the question arises why Brown said he took 
part in the burglaries. He said he was slapped 
by policemen. The two officers who obtained 
his original statement denied it. Disturbed citi- 
zens will recall.the temptation for policemen to 
clean up, for the record, a series of unsolved 
crimes when they see a chance to do so. 

Police Inspector Brostron and the Police 
Board owe the public a full investigation and 
a report on this affair. St. Louis has just reason 
for pride in the conduct of its police department. 
Even a suggestion of a stain such as this needs 


to be erased. 


A Late Appeal to Law 


Britain's appeal to the International Court 
of Justice in the Iranian oil dispute comes very 
late. Britain asks the International Court to 
enforce the clause in its oil concession calling 
for arbitration of disputes. This is not, how- 
ever, an ordinary dispute over interpretation of 
the contract, and Iran refuses to recognize the 
Court’s jurisdiction. 

Legally and morally, Iran may have no right 
to cancel the contract unilaterally. ' But the fact 
is that Iran has done it, and has invoked its 
innate powers of national sovereignty to justify 
it, Iran is now doing what many other sover- 
eign powers have done in the past—acting, in 
effect, as if it were a law to itself. This may be 


deplored, but it must be admitted that this is the 


way ‘nations often do act when they have 
the power to do 0. 

Law is useless @nless it can be enforced. and 
there is no supranational agency to enforce the 
law which Britain now inyokes. Only. Britain 


herself can do so, and for many reasons enforce- 


ment action by troops representing one party 


to the contragt would be imprudent. The dis- 


pute must be solved by negotiation. 

Meanwhile, the world has been given another 
demonstration that if we want peace under 
law some way must be found to give interna- 
tional law a sanction higher than that of the 
nations themselves.

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Hope for Housing

MSTS might introduce on its own initiative and 


without payment of fees. 


The private operators have done exceedingly | 


well in 12 years of federal subsidies. Thirteen 
major lines, including American Export, Ameri- 
can President, Grace and Moore-McCormick, 
have increased their net worth 600 per cent 
since the adoption of the Merchant Marine Act 
of 1936. They have collected more than 3100, 
000,000 from the Government in operating 
differentials and more than $300,000,000 in con- 
struction differentials. 

It makes sense, of course, to protect American 
lines to some extent against the lower charges 
of foreign competitors. Otherwise high Ameri- 
can wage standards could not be maintained, 
and the nation might face a serious shipping 
e in an emergency. But considering all 
the devices which some American operators 
have used to escape American standards and 
American taxes, it would seem that they have 
little cause for complaint. And the American 
taxpayer, determined that there must be econo- 
my in federal expenditures, may well ask 
whether he should not be spared this latest 
handout to the shipping interests. 
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Missouri First 

State Representative Milton Duvall wants 
Congress to investigate the truck lobby. This 
is a logical request but it should not prevent 
Missouri legislators from taking the high-com- 
pression lobbying machine apart and discovering 
what makes it tick at Jefferson. City. 

The truck gang that did so much damage to 
good roads legislation in this state ranges as 
far as the highways that the trucks ride on. 
The lobby includes interstate as well as local 
carriers. It opposed reasonable truck fee 
increases in Missouri. It is doing so in Illinois. 
It fought legislation in Oregon, New York and 
other states. 

It would require a congressional investigation 
to trace the ramifications of this lobbying net- 
work. But Mr. Duvall knows, perhaps better 
than anyone else, how the truck lobby used its 
horsepower in Missouri. The chairman of the 
House. Roads Committee saw his fee legislation 
disintegrate under lobbying attack. 

Consequently the truckers should be the 
starting point for the lobbying inquiry recently 
ordered by the House. And Mr. Duvall, as a 
mechanic with unfortunate experience with the 
truck machine, should be on the committee that 
dismantles it. 
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No Peck Order in Postland 


The peck order, so we have been led to be- 
lieve, is a law of life among chickens as it often 
is among human beings. Chicken A will peck 
Chicken B, and Chicken B will peck Chicken C, 
but neither B nor C will peck Chicken A, which 
thus, as the phrase goes, rules the roost. “ 

We are wondering what is going to happen to 
this basic sociological principle in Postland 
Croland, England, where an ingenious poultry- 
man has fitted out his flock with ‘spectacles. 

The spectacles are clipped to the beak, and 
have plastic lenses, the size of a sixpence, angled 
in such a way as to prevent the hens from see- 
ing straight ahead. With their vision confined 
downward ‘and sidewise, the hens do not peck 
each other at all. 

So what, we want to know, becomes of the 
peck order? How does Chicken A establish its 
primacy over Chicken B? How do they adjast 
to the miseries of perfect equality? And how 
many nervous breakdowns are going to result 
from the frustration of having no hierarchy? 

We have a feeling that the poultryman of 
Postland Croland is tampering with 1 funda- 
mental force of nature, and that no good will 
come of this.

Sex criminals, hospitalized in a state mental 
hospital for 90 days without a cure might be 
returned to county authorities for prosecution 


under the criminal laws, according to a bill 


approved by the Missouri House by a vote of 
100 to 1. Representative George A. Spencer, 
Democrat, of Columbia, is author of the measure. 
Psychiatrists disagree on many things but 
they are virtually at one.on the point that if a 
- sex criminal can be cured at all it may be a 
matter of months or years. | 
The sex criminal who is confined to prison, 
with no attempt made to cure him, contaminates’ 
other prisoners and constitutes a drain on the 
finances of the state. ; 
When Luther Youngdahl became Governor of 
Minnesota he found that more than 2000 mental 
patients had been confined for as long as 30 
years, at a cost of some 836, 000,00 0. 
Confinement without treatment can occur in a 
mental Bospital as well as in a prison, as Mis- 
sourians also know. But when a sex criminal 
is confined to a mental institution, with some 
sort of program for his treatment, there is more 
hope for him—and for the taxpayers who must 
support him meanwhile—than if he were in a 
prison with no reclamation program at All. 
Representative Spencer would have us give 
up before treatment has received a fair trial, 
and revert to a course which is predestined to 
be hopeless. 


A more practical course would be to make the 


treatment of sex criminals at Missouri mental 
hospitals the best possible—and to see that it is 
undergone by all who need it, for as long as 
they need it. . 
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Truckers Should Want More Taxes 


Industry is expanding as fast as machines can be turned out and 


will quadruple in foreseeable future, newspaper says; it will re- 
quire highways capable of carrying its traffic, and can get them 


only by paying for them; but weights should be held to present top. 


An Editorial in The Kansas City Times 


Within the next 10 years the highway 
problem of the United States will be very 
largely a truck problem. 

Highways will have to be built accord- 
ing to the requirements of a fantastic 
truck traffic. Only now Missouri is be- 
ginning to sense the staggering job that 
confronts it. That is the chief cause of 
the truck issue now simmering in the 
Legislature. 

Ask any enterprising trucker and you 
will discover that the industry has only 
scratched the surface. It is growing as 
fast as the big trucks can be turned out 
of the factories and it will so continue for 
many years in the future. 

We have to look ahead to a doubling, 
then a quadrupling of the truck traffic. 
And nobody can say how many more times 
the industry will multiply itself in the next 
generation. 

Missouri and most other states are com- 
ing years late to discover the vastness of 
their highway problem. 

It ig futile to talk about restricting the 
number of big trucks on the highways or 
to consider requiring them to build their 
own roadways. A large part of our mod- 
ern economy is built around trucking. 


With good reason people are beginning 


to ask how passenger cars can keep a 
place on the main arterial routes. We 
suggest that the only hope is to build 
wide, modern highways capable of carry- 
ing both passenger traffic and a truck traf- 
fic multiplied many times over. 

The clock can’t be turned back. The 


big boxcars of the highways are here to 


stay. The nation may hold the line at 
ap ly present weights. But these 

require muoh heavier and more 
expensive roadways than the states built 
before World War II.

During his six years in the 
White House, Truman has named 
a chief justice, Fred M. Vinson, 
and three associate justices. Vin- 
son was a friend and adviser of 
long standing. Two of the as- 
sociate justices, Harold H. Bur- 
ton and Sherman Minton, were 
friends from Truman’s days in 
the Senate. The third, Tom C. 
Clark, was named Attorney Gen- 
eral by the President in 1945 
and then moved on to the Court. 

Thus they all come from Tru- 
man’s circle of former associates 
and friends. Minton had eight 
years of experience as a judge of 
the Federal Court of Appeals for 
Seventh Cireuit. Vinson served 
for five years on the Circuit 
Court of Appeals for the District 
of Columbia. 

According to a persistent rumor, 
the President has “promised” the 
next vacancy to Attorney General 
J. Howard McGrath. McGrath is 
a Roman Catholic and there ig 
now no member of that faith on 
the Court. 


Vacancy May Come Soon. 


Some observers believe that, a 
vacancy will occur within the 
next 12 months. One of the jus- 
tices expressed interest not long 
ago in retiring. If McGrath were 
appointed it would make a ma- 
jority of five out of the nine 
members to come from the Tru- 
man circle. 

The idea that the Supreme 
Court is above politics and the 
forces that sway men in high 
office will not bear too close a 
look. But it must not be merely 
political. And that is where jurists 
of the earned reputation of Judge 
Hand and the late Chief Justice 
Harlan F. Stone come in. Men of 
that caliber chosen above and be- 
yond politics inspire confidence 
that justice will be done for all. 

One criticism of the present 
court is that it has settled so 
many important issues by mere

| Sree aha today. Notice that her 
atheism has been a recent develop- 
ment. A person who has been af- 
flicted with a sense of sin, can over- 
come the conflict either by confes- 
sion or restitution, or by denying that there was any sin in 
the first place. Hulda has felt for several years that she had 
violated a divine injunction. I have since showed her that she 
was laboring under a misapprehension. In order to attain com- 
plete relief, however, she had subconsciously decided to deny 
the very existence of God, thus eliminating all basis for her 
sins. You' will usually find that active atheists have some 
underlying goal which is obtained by denying God. Some- 
times they are trying to strike back at ultra strict parents 
who made them sit through long, tiresome sermons of the 
“vinegar” variety. Or else they are likely to be afflicted with 
a deep sense of guilt toward God.

A DENIAL OF GOD is thzn a psychological means of 
washing out all occasion for their worry. But it isn’t a simple 
job to deny God, for they always have difficulty selling them- 
selves on the logic of theit own arguments. As a result, they 
feel impelled to deny God again and again, with much heat 
and vehemence, just to persuade their own conscience.

Large Flocks of Homing Birds Had 


Indicated Approach to Land; They 


Also Lead Crew in Right Direction. 
| By Thor Heyerdahl 


Following is the 14th install- 
ment from the book “Kon- 
Tiki“, a thrilling account of an 
,actual journey: across the Pa- 
cific in a balsa wood raft. 


S EARLY as July 3, when we 

were still 1000 sea miles from 

Polynesia, Nature herself was 
able to tell us, as she was able 
to tell the primitive raftsmen 
from Peru in their time, that 
there really was land ahead some- 
where out in the sea. 

Until we were a good thou- 
sand sea miles out from the coast 
of Peru we had noted small 
flocks of frigate birds. They dis- 
appeared at about 100 degrees 
west, and after that we saw only 
small petrels which have their 
home on the sea. : 

But on July 3 the frigate birds 
reappeared, at 125 degrees west, 
and from now onward small 
flocks of frigate birds were often 
to be seen, either high up in the 
sky or shooting down over the 
wave crests, where they snapped 
up flying fish which had taken 
to the air to escape from dol- 
phins. As these birds did not 
come from America astern of us, 
they must have their homes in 
another country ahead. 


On July 16 Nature betrayed 


herself still more obviously. On 
that day we hauled up a nine- 
foot shark, which threw up from 
its stomach a large undigested 
starfish which it had recently 
brought from some coast out 
there in the ocean. 

And the very next day we had 
the first definite visitor straight 
from the islands of Polynesia. 

It was a great moment on board 
when two large boobies were 
spotted above the horizon to west- 
ward and soon afterward came 
sailing in over our mast, flying 
low. With a wingspread of five 
feet they circled round us many 
times, then folded their wings 
and settled on the sea alongside 


us. 
Dolphins rushed to the spot at 
once and wriggled inquisitively 


round the great swimming birds, 


but neither party touched the 


other. These were the first living 


messengers that came to bid us 
welcome to Polynesia. They did 


not go back in the evening but 
rested on the sea, and after mid- 
night we still heard them flying 


in circles round the mast, utter. . | 


ing hoarse’ cries. 

The flying fish which eame on 
board were now of another and 
much larger’ species; I recognized 
them from fishing trips I had 
taken with the natives along the 
coast of Fatu Hiva. 

For three days and nights we 
made straight toward Fatu Hiva, 
but when a strong northeast wind 
came on and sent us down in the 
direction of the Tuamotu atolls. 

We were now blown out of the 
real South Equatorial Current, 
and the ocean currents were no 
longer behaving dependably. One 
day they were there: another day 
they were gone. The currents 
could run like invisible rivers 
branching out all over the sea. 
If the current was swift, there 
was usually more swell and the 
temperature of the water usually 
fell one degree. It showed its 
direction and strength every day 
by the difference between Erik’s 


calculated and his measured po- 
sition.

N the threshold of Polynesia. 
the wind said “Pass,” having 
handed us over to a ‘weak 
branch of the current which, to 
our alarm, had its course in the 
direction of the Antarctic. The 
wind did not become’ absolutely 
still—we never experienced that 
throughout the voyage—and when 
it was feeble we hoisted every 
rag we had to collect what little 
there was. There was not one 
day on which we moved back- 
ward toward America, and our 
smallest distance in 24 hours was 
nine sea miles, while our average 
run for the voyage as a whole 
was 4214 sea miles in 24 hours. 
The trade wind, after all, had 
not the heart to fail us right in 
the last lap. It reported for duty 
again and pushed and shoved at 
the ramshackle craft which was 
preparing her entry into a new 
and strange part of the world. 
With each day that passed, 
larger flocks of sea birds came 
and circled over us aimlessly in 
all directions. One evening, when 
the sun was about to sink into 
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the sea, we noticed that the birds 
had received a violent impetus. 
They were flying away in a west- 
erly direction without paying any 
attention to us or the flying fish 
beneath them. From the mast- 
head we could see that, as they 
came over, they all flew straight 
on on exactly the same course. 
Perhaps they saw something from 
up above which we did not see. 
Perhaps they were flying by in- 
stinct. In any case they were 
flying with a plan, straight home 
to the nearest island, their breed- 
ing place. 

We twisted the steering oar 
and and set our course. exactly 
in in which the 
birds had disappeared. Even 
after it was dark, we heard the 


were now following. It was a 
wonderful night; the moon was 
nearly full for the third time in 
the course of the Kon-Tiki's voy- 
age. 

Next day there were still more 
birds over us, but we did not need 
to wait for them to show us our 
way again in the evening. 

This time we had detected a 
curious stationary cloud above the 
horizon. The other clouds were 
small feathery wisps of wool 
which came up in the south and 
passed across the vault of the sky 
with the trade wind till they dis- 
appeared over the horizon in the 
west. So I had once come to 
know the drifting trade-wind 
clouds on Fatu Hiva, and so we 
had seen them over us night and 
day on board the Kon-Tiki. 

But the lonely cloud on the 
horizon to th: southwest did not 
move; it just rose like a motion- 
less column of smoke while the 
trade-wind clouds drifted by. The
